Dalai Lema, granted saylum by Nehru crossed Tibet's southeast 
frontier and eatered India near Towang on samc day. 


Peiping dissolved the local Tibetan government on 28 March and 


replaced it with Commuaist-spensored Preparatory Committee for Tibet.
